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Additional calibration data for the S-190B earth terrain 
camera was received in July 1974. The data appears to reduce 
the number of modifications required in NO A A computer pro- 
grams in order to conduct the analytic aero triangulation 
investigation. 

The receipt of additional S-190B transparencies and 
prints has extended the strip of photography along a track 
from Cape May, lew Jersey, to Charlotte, North Carolina. 

The first major effort will be made during the coming 
quarter to office identify required control on the photo- 
graphs .
